Missing and believed drowned 
while working on a provincial 
government water tights survey 
in an isolated northern B.C. dis- 
trict, is. Donald M. Humble, 23- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. F. Humble, 953 St. Patrick 
Street. 

The tragedy, police reported, 
occurred Monday. It took R.C. 
M.P. from Quesnel two days to 
get into the isolated wilderness 
at the junction of the Fraser 
and Blackwater Rivers where the | 
youth was reported missing. 

At Quesnel it was reported 
that Humble was one of three 
members of a survey team 
hurled into the Blackwater River 
when their boat upset. The river 
is 50 miles north of Quesnel. 

Humble, only one of the three 
who could swim, was carried 
downstream and thrown into a 
log jam, while his team com- 
panions managed to scramble 
ashore. 

Four other members of the 
party were on. the bank helping 
to “winch” the boat along the 
shoreline near the river’s mouth. 

Humbie’s body has not been 
recovered. The survey party 
was conducting’ a long-term 
study of the entire Fraser River 
basin, 

The missing boy, with one year 
to go to a chemical engineering 
degree, had spent the last two 
summers on survey work in the 
area, and this year was em- 
ployed as instrument man. He 
left Victoria May 14. 

He was educated at Glenlyon’ 
School and Oak Bay High School. 

His father retired as assistant 
at. Dominion Meteorological Ob- 
servatory last October, and Mrs. 
Humble. is-superintendent-cf Oak - 
Bay Nursing Division of St.

Like 13 others, Bohm took 
refuge in his constitutional right 
to refuse to answer questions on 
grounds he might expose himseif 
to prosecutidn. 

He balked at committee ques- 
tions about the case of “Scientist 
X” and alleged passing of atomic 
secrets to Russia through a Com- 
munist cell.

Sherman Gives View

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ad- 
miral Forrest P. Sherman 
said today Russia could call 
off the war in Korea at any 
time and may be inclined to 
do so as the United States 
becomes stronger. 

Sherman, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, gave those views in 
response atthe 
Senate inquiry into the firing of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 

He also testified:

Demand 
Deadlock 
Broken 


PARIS (AP)—The United 
States, Britain and Franee 
challenged Russia today to 
accept a four-power foreign 
ministers’ meeting in ,Wash- 
ington July 23 “in the inter- 
ests of strengthening peace,” 

The three western powers sent 
identical notes aimed. at break- 
ing the deadlock over what world 
tensions the four foreign minis- 
ters should discuss. The four 
power deputies have been. trying 
zo do that in Paris since March. 

The American, French and 
British deputies here handed the 
notes. to Russia’s deputy foreign 
minister, Andrei Gromyko, at 
their 64th meeting on a top-level 
eonference agenda. Copies alko 
were handed over at the Kremlin 
in Moscow by the western ambas- 
sadors. 

The notes blamed lack of agree- 
ment on an agenda upon the 
Soviet insistence that the Big 
Four should discuss the North 
Atlantic alliance and the estab- 
lishment of American bases in 
Eurdépe 


BLAME PACT 


The Soviet Union contends the 
Atlantic Pact is a major cause 
of international tension. The 
west rejects this claim. 

The- notes explain that the 
western powers proposed May 2 
that there be three alternative 
agendas. One of these has be- 
come known as the “split agenda” 
because it contains both the 
west’s and Russia's wordings, 
side by side, on the question of 
armaments and armed forces. 

The notes contend that agree- 
ment could have been reached 
on this “split agenda” except for 
Russia's demand that the Atlantic 
Pact be discussed. The west holds 
it is ready to attend a Big Four 
meeting on the basis of this “split 
agenda” or on either of the other 
two alternative agendas. 


OBJECTIVE, PEACE 


The notes declare the three 
western governments believe 
such a meeting is desirable in 
the interest of strengthening 
peace. described as the constant 
objective of western foreign pol- 
iy 

All three agendas cal! for the 
examination by the foreign min- 
isters of present international 
tensions. Two agendas list ques- 
tions relating to demilitarization 
of Germany, arms of the Big 
Four, the Austrian independence 
and German peace treaties and 
fulfilment of peace treaties with 
Italy, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Hungary, Italy’s obligations con- 
cerning Trieste also is listed. 

The third agenda briefly lists 
questions concerning armaments 
and armed forces, Austria, Ger 
many and fulfilment of treaties. 
The wording of the various items 
and the order in which the items 
would appear on the agenda 
brought the -bitter dispute among 
the deputies in Paris: through 64° 
meetings.

FESTIVAL IMPRESSIONS J 
[LLONDON—As I mentioned the other day, we visited the 
Festival of Britain on the south bank of the Thames~a 
few days ago—along with about 73,000 other would-be sight- 
seers. And found it a revelation, In more senses, than one 
For the South Bank Exhibition is neither a-museum -of 
British culture nor a trade show of British wares, although 
it combines something of both in its immense scope. What it 
does is to tell the story of British contributions to world 
civilization in the arts of peacé—plus some fingerposts into 
the future. 


MODERN OR MONSTROUS? 
ARCHITECTURALLY, it is an amazing—and some critics 
““ call it a monstrods—thing. . There. is something of the 
fantasy of H. G. Wells, for instance, about the Dome of Dis- 
covery, the largest of the exhibition erections, which looks 
like @ gargantuan mushroom of aluminum, 365 feet across, 
supported around the edges by a zig dag arrangement of 
lattice steel struts that look too slender to support anything, 
let alone that enormous root 

Close by is the~SKylon, that 300-feet tall aluminum pencil, 
suspended vertically on a cradle of slender stee] wires. When 
illuminated at night, it suggests a new and strange sort of 
meteor, just dropped from the heavens and posed in mid- 
flight before plunging imto the earth. To the young fry it 
is what conducts the radio waves about their business! 


‘OF THINGS TO COME’

structures in the Festival have aroused a storm of con- 
troversy, needless to Say, between the old and new schools, 
The modernists claim they are the shape of things td come.

For here the whole motif 
of the Festival. is symbolized;here. is a brilliantly..conceived 
display “of British achievement throughout the ages, and its 
_ potential in the future, told through the medium of its dis- 
coveries in and on the earth and in space 
Explorers like Captain Cook and David Livingstone, scien- 
tists like Newton, Darwin and Faraday, explorations ranging 
from those into the bowels of the earth, into the outermost 
regions of the stratosphere. and into the harnessing of nuclear 
energy—all these and their interrelated 
portrayed. 


LION AND UNICORN 


PERHAPS it was in the building known as The Lion and The 
Unicorn that my response was greatest. . The significance 
of the title is explained in the following mural inscription 
flanked on either side by enormous models of the real aiid 
the mythical animals: 
“We are the Lion and the Unicorn 
Twin symbols of the Briton’s character 
As a Lion I give him solidity “and strength, 
With the Unicorn he lets himself 
The Lion was epitomized in the sections devoted to Britain's 
contributions to the sacred cause of personal freedom, as 
founded on Magna Charta and carried down through its courts 
and parliaments; its contributions to literature and art, and 
its superb craftsmanship.

THE CURRENT STRAINS ON THE 
alliance of the free world, which 


were mentioned here the other day, will 
be increased by what seems to be a re- 
versal of American policy in Asia. 

Up to now that policy has been to 
repel and punish aggression by the Chi- 
nese Communist government. It has not 
been to destroy that government and in- 
stall another government., On the con- 
trary, the United States long ago aban- 
doned the hope of reviving the only avail- 
able alternative government, that of 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

A few days ago, however, Mr. Dean 
Rusk, Assistant Secretary of State, ap 
parently speaking for the government, 
announced that’ the United States would 
never recognize the Communist govern- 
ment of Peiping but did “recognize the 
National Government of the Republic of 
China even though the territory under its 
control is severely restricted.” If these 
words mean what they seem to mean, the 
United States is returning to full support 
of Chiang Kai-shek and intends, if pos- 
sible;-to-Treturn “hit t6 China. 

If that is‘the United States intention 
itorisks a breach with its allies more 
serious than all the grave disagreements 
of the last year. For if anything Is clear 
about the policies and wishes of the other 
allied governments it is their opposition 
to Chiang Kai-shek 

Britain, for example, has officially 
recognized the Communist government, 
which may have been a mistake but cer- 
tainly was, undertaken with the knowl- 
edge, consent and encouragement of the 
United States government India has 
gone much further and tried to make 
friends with the Chinese Communists.

Whereas the C.C.F. is demanding 
higher taxes on corporations to pay the 
cost of government painlessly (as if 
higher corporation taxes would not he 
handed on to the public in prices) Mr. 
Thatcher rejects the official policy of his 
party A businessman himself, Mr. 
Thatcher argues that corporation taxes 
already are close to saturation point and 
that further levies would be justified 
only in the event of war. 

In an interesting dispute with one 
of his followers, Mr. Coldwell replied 
that Canada already was at war in 
Korea. But what Mr. Thatcher clearly 
Meant was that higher corporation taxes 
would be justified only in the event of 
general war, in which we are not yet 
engaged. 

The disagreement between the C.C.F. 
leader and Mr. Thatcher is not on some 
Juinor..detail of taxation. It is basic. 

The C.C.F, has based its whole finan- 
cial program—if it can be called a pro- 
gram—on the proposition that virtually 
unlimited government spending can be 
financed by taxes On the rich, especially 
the rich corporations whose dividends, in 
fact, go to thousands of ordinary Cana- 
dians. Over and over again Mr. Coldwell

Writing on this page, Mr. Walter 
Lippmann pursues the apparent change 
in American policy to its logical end. 
He says that the United States govern- 
ment, in all its recent testimony to Con- 
gress, has sought to limit the present 
war to Korea, But if Mr. Rusk’s speech 
represents actual American policy then 
the attempt to limit the war has been, 
in fact, abandoned. 

If the new policy intends to destroy 
the Communist government and re-estab- 
lish Chiang it can be carried through 
only by a huge and perhaps an intermin- 
able war in Asia, which could easily de- 
velop into a world war. Hence the state- 
ments of such men as General Marshail, 
in favor of a limited war, are canceled 
out by the statement of Mr. Rusk in 
favor of afi unlimited commitment to 
change the Chinese government and 
force upon the Chinese people again a 
regime which they themselves drove into 
the sea. 

Mr. Rusk’s ‘statement urgently re- 
quires» clarification, Lf. .it.. was only an 
after-dinner speech of personal opinion 
it with.cause only passing confusion. If 
it was a considered utterance of the gov- 
ernment—denying everything the gov- 
ernment was saying to Congress at the 
same time—then the sharpest difficulties 
between the United States and its friends 
can be clearly foreseen. 

The simple fact is that the United 
Nations are ready to repel Communist 
aggression, even at the risk of general 
war, but are not ready to fight commu- 
nism as a doctrine, believing that it can 
never be conquered by military means. 
And they certainly are not prepared to 
embark on a general Asiatic war to put 
Chiang back in power,

The facts, as Mr. Coldwell could’ ob- 
serve by glancing at the annual report 
on national income, are simple—most of 
the nation’s income goes to the people 
of the lower income brackets because 
there are so many of them. Only a tiny 
fraction of the total goes to the rich who 
already are heavily taxed, as they should 
be. 

Since the higher and even the middle 
income brackets already have been 
almost exhausted as a source of taxation, 
the Government must go down to the 
lower brackets to raise any large addi- 
tional. sums of revenue and that is 
precisely what the Government: is doing. 

If it also inereases taxes on business 
it will cause these taxes to be carried 
into prices, paid. by the consumer. Then, 
if the process goes far enough and de- 
stroys the chance of profit, it will dis- 
courage business from producing and 
thus strike at production, our essential 
need, especially in a time of inflation 

All this Mr. Thatcher evidently under- 
Stands. and quarrels outright with the 
fundamental theories of his party. In a 
party split between its western agrarians 
and eastern labor unions, between its 
moderate right wing and its leftist fellow 
travelers who would appease Communist 
aggression, Mr.

Smoke Nuisance Can Be Reduced 


ILLOWING DISCUSSIONS ON TUES- 

day morning, Victoria's fire. wardens 
plan to meet mill owners of this com- 
munity in an effort to find a solution 
to the smoke problem. Co-operative 
action should be forthcoming. The course 
the wardens are pursuing is essentially 
reasonable. 

It is, however, only an approach. 
Residents in areas adjacent to the mill 
district will want something more than 
that. They may’ be justified in expecting 
more than a revived interest in the anti- 
smoke by-law now on ‘the city’s .books 
but seldom, if ever, applied. 

No one discounts the difficulties of 
curtailing the otfput from mill chim- 
neys. Few who have given the question 


even cursory study believe the desircd 
objective can be approached without con- 
siderable expense on the part of mill 
operators. That, in turn, involves in- 
creased costs of operation for the plants 
concerned, 

Obviously this city does not want to 
throw obstacles in the way of industry. 
At the same time, its long-suffering resi- 
dents living close to the mill district 
want no more smoke. 

Two constructive courses suggest 
themselves. One is the practical and 
simple policy of insisting on more care- 
ful firing. The other js a closer study 
of methods employed in Britain, where 
scientifié*research has provided improved 
methods of fuel use.

[AST WEEK I overheard.a radio pro- 
gram in the middle of my morning's 
tasks. and a few. phrases so gripped. me 
that I Knocked off Work and began some 
serious listening.

Now. we certainly have a responsibility

The better the western 
nations can get to like each other and 
trust each other, the safer the world will 
be. And that is certainly one type of 
profit. But the writers of the script 
were talking about another kind, of 
course. They meant the profit that 
comes from the tourist industry., (The 
program was in aid of some sort of Be 
Kind to Tourists Week.) And very nice 
that profit is, too, It is also very neces- 
sary if we want Amegican dollars to 
balance our trade. Nevertheless, I object 
with all my strength to being told that I 
must put on a fake politeness in order 
to soften up a visitor. If I want to be 
polite, then I want to be polite free of 
charge. If I enjoy being decent to 
Americans (or anyone else), as I. hope 
I frequently do, I don’t charge them a 
nickel. Nor do I expect a tipy 


(PHERE is-something insulting, both to 

me and the American, about—those 
instructions, I freely grant you that 
half the art of inn-keeping is to be civil. 
The broadcast naturally brought this 
point up also, though I don’t know how 
many inn-keepers are free to listen to 
radios all day ... in any event, they 
should be told such secrets privately, if 
they don’t already know them. But most 
of us are not inn-keepers. We should 
be civil just an account of manners, not 
cash. 


THE LATE Stephen Leacock said that 

we didn’t want to become a whole 
nation of waiters, with napkins over our 
arms. (Perhaps I have-quoeted that here 
before, but it needs repeating more and 
more each year.) He said we could 
leave that to the Swiss.

Committing Involuntary Sabotage 


E IS SUCH A THING AS INVOL- 
untary sabotage, and we are fairly 
confident that there is a good deal of it 
going on in North America and in West- 
ern Europe at the present moment. Some 
of it may be instigated and encouraged 
by people who desire to destroy the exist- 
itig economic ‘system or: who wish fer a 
Russian victory in the event of a war, 
But the actual carrying out of it is 
largely performed by ‘people who are 
reasonably. satisfied with the economic 
system, or at any rate do. not wish to 
break it down by any other than legiti- 
mate decocratic methods, and who have 
no desire to see Russia master of the 
world. 


MORE FOR LESS 


Any labor organization which insists 
upon receiving for an hour’s work more 
than the producing institution can get 
from the sale of the product of that 
amount of labor is sabotaging the econ- 
omy, although its members may be’ com- 
pletely unaware of the fact. : 

If, as is now usually the case because 
international competition is not available 
to act as a regulator of prices, the pro- 
ducing institution is able to add the 
increased ‘cost of the labor to the price 
of the product, then the labor organiza- 
tion is simply holding society to ransom 
by means of its monopoly power. 

Its members are probably quite un- 
aware that they are doing so, or they 
may be aware of it and convinced that 
that is a proper and justifiable course 
because they have seen their capitalist 
employers doing just the same thing. 

It is not much use trying to. defend 
the profits of employers when they have 


been the result of extortionate use of 


(Saturday Nighty 


monopoly position, and unfortunately the 
history of industry on this continent is 
not free from examples of that sort of 
thing.’ But it must be pointed out that 
they were never pushed to the point of 
causing a general depreciation of the 
currency such as is now in process, and 
that -the. reason..was that they occurred 
only in isolated instances, whereas the 
present monopoly exactions of organized 
labor are covering practically the whole 
field of industrial production, while the 
parity doctrine in agriculture is extend- 
ing the same result into vast fields which 
organized labor could not reach. 

The current labor dogma of 40 hours’ 
work for 48 hours’ take-home pay, when 
first introduced, was excused on two 
grounds: belief that there was too much 
available labor for the jobs that would 
be offering ‘when the post-war recon- 
struction was ended, and belief that tech- 
nica] advances would offset any curtail- 
ment in production per dollar of wage. 
INVALID GROUNDS 

Neither of these grounds~has proved 
to be valid, and neither is now advanced; 
instead the inflation which the increased 
wage has produced is being used as the 
reason for further wage adVances, and 
the heavy profits which are largely the 
result of full production and increasing 
inventory values are being used as evi- 
dence that industry can well afford 
anything that the unions like to ask. 

It is difficult to feel cheerful about 
the future of our economy, and its ‘egp- 
acity to-meet the urgent needs of defence. 
if this state of mind continues. And it 
is no wonder that Premier Plevin told 
Premier ‘St. Laurent that inflation was 
the real secret weapon of the subverters 
of democracy, 


Fiddle Faddle 


In Iran 
By JOSEPH ALSOP, from London 


IF YOU want to find out what is wrong 

with, and. between the American and 
British governments, a good way™is to 
study the handling of the Middlé Eastern 
crisis. It may be useful to make this 
clinical experiment during the present 
lull, while the last- 
minute attempt is be- 
ing made to bring in a 
new administration in 
Teheran. 

As to the American 
role, the simplest way 
to describe the be- 
havior of the State De- 
partment’s brightest 
minds, is te say that 
they took being right 
once as a license for Sesepli 
being continuously wrong thereafter. 

The momentary flash of insight 
occurred a good many months ago, when 
Assistant Secretary of State George Me 
Ghee pleaded with the! British to offer 
the Iranians a better oil contract, If 
McGhee's advice had then been taken, the 
new oil contract might have been got 
through the Iranian parliament, and the 
present trouble might have been avoided, 


Unfortunately, the singularly compla- 
cent chairman of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company, Sir William Fraser, was then 
arguing that the Iranians would “come 
to heel” as soon as they ran out of cash. 
And in those happy, distant days the 
Foreign Office was backing Fraser. 

Then came the opening of the crisis, 
when Gen. Razmara was assassinated 
and the original oil nationalization reso- 
lution passed. the Majlis. From this 
moment gnward, all talk of better oil 
contracts, in the early McGhee manner, 
was guite obviously futile. 

The Razmara murder. and its sequel 
taught’ the Foreign Office that Fraser 
had been wrong, yet it was. distasteful 
to admit that McGhee had been right. 
It was still more distasteful to face the 
harsh realities of the new situation 
which from the first offered only three 
choices: A, knuckling under to the Iran- 
fans; B, trying to bring in a new govern- 
ment at Teheran, and C, getting ready to. 
send troops to Iran. And it was most 
distasteful of all to ask the State Depart+ 
ment for the help and support that were 
necessary to execute alternatives B or C. 


CHOICE OF THREE 


So far as one can judge, the Foreign 
Office instinctively grasped that the 
choice was among these three courses 
listed above, But. the State Department 
had an old-maidenish fit of the vapors 
at the merest hint of such coarse action 
as these alternatives implied. 

This critical period, when the whole 
business might have been handled 
smoothly and without needless risk, was 
also marked by extreme Anglo-American 
ill feeling. The Americans darkly thought 
that the unenlightened British were still 
hankering to. grind the faces of the 
Iranian poor; and they also suspected 
the British of seeking a pretext to send 
troops to Iran, which was certainly the 
last thing desired in London. : 

The British, for their part, firmly 
believed that the sly Americans were 
manoeuvring to get the British out of 
Iran and then exploit the oil themselves 

a plan much too hard-headed to be 
entertained by the State Department, 

During all this period, therefore, no 
facts were faced, no frankness was used, 
between the Anglo-American partners 
The real issues were never really seri< 
ously discussed until a fortnight ago;

A dignified lady, 85 years of 
age, will be among Vietorians-tak- 
4ing:part in the 75th anniversary 
of Victoria High School 

She is Mrs. Lucretia Horton 
Hardie, only living member of the 
first graduating class, from the 
first two-room log school. 

During her four years at the 
school Mrs. Hardie says she took 
a general course which “only 
taught me the sensible things,” 

Recalling those days Mrs. Har- 
die said, “I graduated in 1852 at 
the age of 16, and as there was no 
normal school, I, like most of my 
classmates, went right out and 
taught school.” 

During her 12 years of teaching 
Mrs. Hardie taught at Girls’ Cen- 
tral, Boys’ Central, Spring Ridge 
Rock Bay and South Park 
Schools. 

Accounting for the excellent 
training the first graduating class 
received, she said, “We had two 
very fine teachers, J. H. Me- 
Laughlin and R. Offerhaus- When 
we left high" school we-—knew 
something.” 

“In the Victoria High School of 
my day,” Mrs. Hardie explained 
with a reminiscent look in her 
eyes, “There were no lights. 
When it got dark we just had to 
go home. The only heat came 
<rorm a stove.” 


In contrast to graduations of 
today’ -“Mrs-""Hardie "pointed out” 
that there was “no ceremony in 
1882,” and that they “just passed 
along to the next step in life 
without any festivity.” | 

Also different from the present | 
day is the fact that no school | 
colors had been established and | 
the schoo! pin was not introduced. | 

Victoria has always been the 
home of this active woman. She | 
was born here, married here, and 
claims, “I rnlever wanted to live 
anywhere else.” | 

Her daughter, Mrs. V. S. God- | 
frey, also a Victoria woman, Was | 
a student at the high school. | 

Just recently Mrs. Hardie was | 
awarded a citation by the Inter- | 
national Order of King’s Daugh- | 
ters and Sons for 50 years’ serv: | 
ice. | 

She is very interested in church 
work, is a past regent of an} 
L.0.D.E. chapter, a life member of | 
the Order and of the Red Cross. |

DOCTOR. SAYS 


Varicose veins are not only un- 
sightly but can lead to swelling of 
the feet and legs and to the for- 
mation of ulcers. They are com 
mon, too, perhaps partly because 
#0 many occupations involve 
standing for long periods. 

A typical problem is posed by 
Mrs. L.H.B., who writes: “I have 
varicose veins and would like to 
have them fixed but want to 
know whether it would be danger- 
ous. Also I want to go to work 
afterwards but the job requires 
standing.” 

The question of what to do 
about varicose veins is not al- 
ways the easiest thing to answer. 
The first thing is to understand 
what they are. The veins of the 
legs carry blood back toward the 
heart, They are equipped with 
valves at intervals which prevent 
the blood from flowing back- 
wards. 

Sometimes,._however, these 
valves break down and then the 
pressure on the walls of the veins, 
which are usually near the sur- 
face, are what are called varicose 
veins. The flow of blood inside 
them is also slowed. 


It isn’t possible to build new 
valves or to cause the veins to 
shrink. But on the favorable side 
these veins are not really neces- 
sary because veins farther inside 
the legs can carry the blood just 
as well. 


This is the reason varicose 
veins can often be treated so suc- 
cessfully, either by cutting them 
out or tying them (surgery) or by 
injecting them with an irritating 
fluid which causes. them to close 
up entirely. The choice of what 
method to use. must, 


of course, | 


be made by the surgeon though | 


apparently in recent years surg- 
ery has become the more favored.

“There is overwhelming evi- 
by many authorities to 
that above 0.15 per cent 
(blood alcohol) makes this man 
a hazard on the road,” said the 
doctor. 

He termed the drunkometer a 
machine for estimating alcohol 
excreted in breath, and stated it 
was “an indirect approach to the 
main problem of ultimately de- 
termining what the blood acohol 
actually is.”
